We  can  deliver  your  order  by  express,  freight,  or  motor  truck. 

We  have  a siding  at  our  packing  house  where  we  have  every  facility  for 
handling  car  lots  for  long  distances  with  promptness  and  efficiency. 

We  have  several  auto  trucks  which  we  use  to  deliver  our  stock  and  we  can 
hire  more  when  necessary  The  auto  truck  has  proved  to  be  very  satisfactory 
in  the  delivery  of  nursery  stock. 

First — Because  within  a range  of  one  hundred  miles  from  our  nurseries, 
it  can  travel  the  distance  so  quickly  that  stock  arrives  as  fresh  as  when  taken 
from  the  nursery  rows. 

Secondly — Because  the  truck  lands  the  stock  on  the  grounds  where 
it  is  to  be  planted,  thus  saving  the  bother  and  expense  of  trucking  and  un- 
packing.
